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CLUBHOUSE BEGUN 

Work Started Yesterday on the 
Foundation of the New 
Club Home. 


Actual work on the foundation of the 
new home of the Sierra Madre Wom¬ 
an's club was begun yesterday, to the 
great delight of the members of the 
olub and building association who have 
looked forward so eagerly to the event. 
It is expected that the club will be able 
to hold at least one meeting of the 
present club year in the new audi¬ 
torium. 

Contracts for the building have been 
ht as follows: For the building 
proper, J. A. Gilbert; for the founda¬ 
tion, Joel Pool; for plumbing, Clark & 
Graham. The building will represent 
an outlay of approximately $7,500 and 
when completed and furnished more 
than $10,000 will be represented in the 
enterprise. 

As finally adopted, the plans for the 
building provide for a larger auditor¬ 
ium than was first planned. The lodge 
quarters on the second floor also have 
been re-arranged to suit the needs of 
the organizations which will use them. 
I’he main auditorium will permit the 
seating of from 375 to 400 persons. 
Every available feature making for 
comfort and convenience and many 
luxuries have been provided for. 

The ladies hope to be able to hold the 
last meeting of the present club year 
in the new building, as it is thought 
that the auditorium can be put into 
shape for use by the second Monday in 
June. The building probably will not 
be finally completed until some time in 
July. 

Roth the main auditorium and the 
lodge rooms have been < ngagad for 
permanent use by local organizations, i 
so that there will be an assured income * 
lo help pay for the building. Thus, 
with the money that has already been | 
raised, the enterprise is already on a 
safe working basis. However, more i 
subscriptions to the capital stock of < 
the building association are wanted 
and will be greatly appreciated in t 
amounts of $10 or more. <-

regular organizations tin* building will a 
be so arranged as to be suitable for 
private affairs of various kinds. The 
parlors and kitchen can be used for 
dinners or social affairs of any kind, c 
which will mean much to the social j, 
life of the town. '

CITY TRUSTEES MEET 

An unusual amount of work was ac¬ 
complished in a short space of time at 
last evening’s meeting of the city trus¬ 
tees. In rapid succession were passed 
the ordinaces ordering the sale of the 
gas plant bonds, ordering the improve¬ 
ment of Orandin avenue, establishing 
grades on East Central avenue and of 
intention to improve Highland avenue. 
These had been thoroughly threshed 
out at previous meetings and no time 
| was lost in discussion. 

An ordinance was introduced looking 
to the widening of the “blind" stret 
leading from Auburn avenue into tin* 
Blumer tract about midway between 
Grand View and Carter avenue. This 
will be accomplished by abandoning a 
strip on the south side of the present 
road and accepting from Mr. Blumer 
a deed to a wider strip on the north 
side of the road, making a 40-foot 
street. This action is taken on the 
initiative of Mr. Blumer, the intention 
being to correct an oversight in the 
old plat of the Sierra Aladre tract 
which was accepted by the county su- 


Circular letters were mailed yester- 
’ day to stockholders of the Sierra 
Madre Water Co., outlining tile 
• changes in the laws of the company 
’ recommended by the committee of 
1 eleven appointed at the annual meeting 
in February. Those recommendations 
will be acted upon at the adjourned 
session to be held April 8. 

As forecasted in last week’s News, 
no radical changes are asked, organ¬ 
ization as a corporation for profit 
being thought inopportune at this time. 
This will leave the way clearer for 
municipal ownership whenever that 
seems advisable and which is known 
to be favored by a large number of 
stockholders. 

A new pipe line for Grandin avenue 
to Wilden and such alterations in the 
lines leading to the reservoir at the 
foot of the trail as will make it inde¬ 
pendent of the distributing system are 
urged. 

Changes in the winter rates are asked 
which will make the regular charge 
$1.50 per month with an additional 
charge of 60 cents where irrigation 
service is required. From these 
charges rebates of 25 and 10 cents re¬ 
spectively will be allowed where the 
monthly bill is paid by the 15th of the 
month. In reality no change is ef¬ 
fected, save the extra charge for de¬ 
ferred payment. 

Water for fire protection, street 
sprinkling and improvement, gas plant 
and other municipal purposes can be 
sold the city on terms to be arranged 
by the Board of Directors ii the rec¬ 
ommendation of tlie committee is in¬ 
corporated in the by-laws.

An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre Order¬ 
ing Certain Work to Be Done on 
Grandin Avenue in Said City of 
Sierra Madre 

The Board of Trustees of the. City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Sec. 1. That the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre deems i* 
to be required by the public interest 
and convenience, and hereby orders 
that the following street work be done, 
to-wit:
